PATRONS ARE ASKED 


TO GIVE ASSISTANCE 


Importance of Packing, Wrap- 


ping and Addressing Mail 


Is Stressed. 


In connection with the hand- 


ling of annual Christmas mail 
rush, the postoffice department 
has sent out information to all 
offices, urging early and proper 
mailing of parcels during the 
Yuletide season. 


In order to give the best ser- 


vice possible, the department has 
asked the > patrons to co-operate 
in the observance of various 
rules. The most important sug- 
gestion is the one regarding early 
mailing. Parcels may be marked 
on the outside that the package 
is for Christmas, and not to be 
opened until then. 


Patrons also forget the yarious 


rates for postage and in order to 
expedite service, Clen Miller, lo- 
cal postmaster and Charles H. 
J3rown, 
assistant 
postmaster 


have prepared a statement which 
reviews many of the rates and 
regulations that apply, especial- 
ly during the Christmas rush. 


The parcel post rates for the 


local zone are 7 cents for the 
first pound and one cent each 
two pounds. In zones 1 and 2 the 
first pound rate is seven cents 
and each pound additional is one 
cent. 


For the tmra zone, the first 


pound rate is eight cents, and 
two cents for each additional 
pound; fourth zone, first pound 
is eight cents, each additional 
pound four cents; fifth zone, first 
pound nine cents, each addition- 
al pound Is nine cents; sixth 
zone, first pound ten cents, each 
additional pound is eight cents; 
seventh zone, first pound is 12 
cents, and each additional pound 
is 10 cents. The eighth and last 
rone calls for thirteen cents for 
the first pound and twelve cents 
each additional pound.

His head torn off by a shot- 


gun charge, thought to have 
been fired accidentally while he

how up for the noon meal. He 
lad gone hunting early hi the 
morning hi a wooded section near 
his farm and had expected to 
eturn by noon. 
Coroner Lowell M. Green in- 


vestigated the death and said 
hat the shooting was apparently 
accidental. 
Evidence indicated 


that Wright was carrying the 
gun by the barrel when it ex- 
ploded accidentally, Dr. Green 
said. 


Mrs. Palmer said she heard a 
hot similar to a shotgun dis- 
charge about 10 a. m, but thought 
.othing about the incident. When 
Wright failed to show up for the 
noon -meal, she was not-worried? 
he said. When he had not come 
home by 3 o'clock however, she 
ummoned neighbors and began 
„ search for him. Several min- 
utes later his headless body was 
ound in the creek bottom. 
Possibility that Wright might 


lave committed suicide was 
scouted by members of the family 
and neighbors. He was in good 
health and had no pressing fi- 
nancial worries, they said. 


Two small daughters were or- 


phaned by the tragedy, then- 
mother and the wife of the victim 
having died two years ogo. They 
are Laurabel and Esther. A son, 
iarl Wright, resides in Newport, 


Ky. Mrs. Palmer had kept house 
'or the Wright family since the 
death of the mother. 


Wright was born June, 23, 1880 


in Scott county, 'Ky. He came 
to Rush county several years ago 
and had resided in the vicinity 
of Gings for some lime. He was

FAIL ON FLIGHT 
flFTER THKE-OFF 


Do-X, World's Largest Flying 


Boat, Forced Down at 


Sea on Flight. 


WAS COMPLETING LAP 


ON WAY TO AMERICA 


Engine Trouble and Dense 


Fog Imperils Lives of 


Crew, Passengers. 


Bordeaux, France, Nov. 14— 


(AP.)—The largest flying boat 
in the world, the German Do-X, 
bobbed tonight on a calm sea 
between the fortified island of 
Re and the city of La Rochelle, 
after a hectic day not only for 
those on board but for those on 
land watching its progress.. 


The plane's wireless was so in- 


frequently picked up it was be- 
lieved the apparatus must not 
be working and a confusion of 
reports poured in. 


When the Do-X made the 


French port enroute from Eng- 
land this afternoon some of her 
twelve engines began to work 
badly and she lost speed, requir- • 
ing two hours to fly from Cher- 
bourg to Ushant and twenty 
minutes from there to Douarrn- 
enez. 
The Do-X held her course, 


however, until she reached Les 
Barges, a small coastal point 
near "Sables D'Olonne. By that 
time, -it is understood, four mo- 
tors were giving trouble. 


It was 5:30 p. m., night was 


falling fast, and a dense sea 
mist, which had been dispelled 
by the bright, winter s.un early/ r 
this^ morning, was again creep- 
ing over the waters. 


At the speed which the plane 


was flying the DO-X could not 
hope to ""reach Bordeaux until 
i 


late at night and the fight would 
have been attended by a certain 
risk in the darkness and fog. 
Hence the captain decided to 
taxi along the coast for a way 
since the ship could make a re- 
spectable speed on the surface 
even though it could not do so 
well in the air with crippled 
motors, and then ride out the 
night at anchor some place. 


Late tonight the huge ship 


reached this point and threw out 
anchor after traveling on the 
surface along the coastline for 
fifty-eight or more miles. There 
it awaited, comfortably, the com- 
ing of daylight.

The ob- 
ject is to encourage more spending for both ne- 
cessities and money in the expectation of lower 
prices or because of a.panicky fear of prolonged 
hard times and possible unemployment. Their 
hoarding is accomplishing the very things they 
would prevent. 


Buy now and watch the stores fill up with new 


stocks, the factories resume operations or in- 
crease their output, and the idle go back to work 
with full dinner pails. 


DISCARDING A BELIEF 


Another of the old prejudices or superstitions 


concerning disease and its cure stands repudiat- 
ed in the public health service bulletin announc- 
ing the scientific conclusion that it is nearly al- 
ways unnecessary for a sufferer to go far from 
home for a cure for tuberculosis.

reliable remedies of rest, nourishing food and in- 
telligent nursing are sounder medicine than any 
painful pilgrimage in search of health and 
strength. 


Just when the public had been firmly convinced 


that tuberculosis cure's required desert or moun- 
tain air, Washington experts discover that the 
results of sanatorium treatment for similar class- 
es of patients are about the same all over the 
world and anywhere in the United States regard- 
less of climate and that no state has found it 
necessary to go outside its bonders to locate its 
state sanatorium. 


This news brings new hope to thousands of 


sufferers who fear the long months or years in 
hospitals far from their homes more than the 
disease itself. They now know the fight may be 
made without isolation from friends' and familiar 
scenes and without the extra expense of the pur- 
suit of a special climate.

Hun- 
dreds of landowners have been 
induced by the state forestry of- 
fice to convert their worn-out 
agricultural lands into 
timber 


growing. Lands left eroded and 
barren in regions where strip- 
mining is the chief industry are 
also being reforested,- the mine 
owners cooperating with the for- 
estry officials to plant these bar- 
ren areas to trees. 


Conservation 
officials 
point 


out that in addition to this'for- 
estry program assuring more 
adequate timber stocks in 
the 


future, the whole scheme "ties in 
with the conservation and nat- 
ural reproduction of small wild 
life, as these state-rcontrolled 
woodlands offer sanctuary.

Reference was made in our 


last issue, to the Holman-Wat- 
son Congressional race in 1894. 
The most interesting feature of 
that episode was the Congres- 
sional convention at which Wat- 
son was nominated, held at 
Greensburg in early August 1894. 
Watson did not attend that con- 
vention as an avowed candidate 
for it was the intention of the 
Rush county delegation to spring 
Cullen and to prevent any mis- 
carriage. Watson was made per- 
manent chairman and on taking 
the chair made a short speech 
but it was enough to stampede 
the delegates. 
L 


Gen. Tom Brown -had beep .a 


power in the old "Burnt Dis- 
trict," which he had represented 
in congress, before the advent of 
Hon. 
Henry U. Johnson, 
and 


Watson fresh from college, had 
covered the district and part of 
the state in behalf of Brown. He 
had an established reputation as 
an orator and public speaker. 


In 1893 Watson took up his 


residence in Rushville and.:be- 
gan the practice of law. Natural- 
ly a politician, he entered into 
the spirit of the game and suc- 
cess or defeat were almost iden- 
tical to Jim, just so he partook 
of the ."scrap." It was conceded a 
hopeless task to attempt the eli- 
mination of a man whose char- 
acter was so faultless, whose 
ability 
was recognized 
from 


Maine to Canifornia and whose 
honesty and love of country was 
second to none. 


.Old timers had very little de- 


sire to enter such a race where 
glory alone Vas the reward, but 
some one had to be the "victim 
to fill out a ticket. On the first 
ballot, Moore receive 56 votes, 
Wilson 56, Watson 15, Adams 9 
and Cullen 26. Some changes fol- 
lowed the second ballot. On the 
third ballot Moore received 44-i, 
Wilson 60i, Watson 57—all oth- 
ers had withdrawn.

It will be remembered 
that in May-1894, a judicial con- 
vention met at Rushville to nom- 
inate a candidate for judge. We 
were then with Decatur county 
in a judicial circuit and each 
county had seventeen votes.

Widau. Judge William A. Cullen

After preliminary rules and 


regulations had been adopted 
the name of W. J. Henley was 
placed in nomination by Rush 
county and that of John D. Mill- 
er by Deeatur county. The first 
ballot showed 17 to 17, and 
throughout the day the monoto- 
nous balloting went on, with 
now and then a break to Miller, 
but the vote was very promptly 
challenged and a poll always 
showed a solid delegation for 
Benley. Who cast the vote for 
Miller was uncertain for the del- 
egation, when polled, always 
showed an unbroken front. Votes 
were cast for' Cambern, 
Guffin 


and others, dividing up the Rush 
county vote, but never at such 
time voting for Miller. Motions 
to adjourn .to another day were 
voted down or overruled by the 
chair. The day ended with no 
choice and continued with no 
choice to the 814th ballot, nearly 
equaling the famous deadlock at 
Chicago in .1880, when Grant's 
famous "329" kept Elaine from 
being nominated and resulted in 
the choice of the unfortunate 
James A. Garfield, who was elec- 
ted, 
and assassinated July 2, 


1881, 
by Charles J. Guiteau. The 


Decatur delegation led by Marine 
D. Takett, -bolted and left 
the 


hall in a body, when the chair- 
man called the ballot. 


Legislature got busy and Rush 


county was placed "with Shelby, 
insuring a democratic judge. 
Alonzo Blair took the vacancy 
and served until Shelby was 
made a part of this judicial dis- 
trict. On June 8, 1894, .the judi- 
cial convention assembled pur- 
suant to adjournment. 
Judge 


Cullen, chairman, called the con- 
vention to order at 1:30 p. m., 
Judge Moore, of Greensburg, 
moved to vote by secret ballot, 
which was agreed to and the 
balloting began, resulting in 18 
votes for Miller and being called 
responded in a neat speech. Mr. 
Henley responded to a call and 
thanked the delegates for their 
support, graciously acquired, in 
the nomination. 


There being no dther candidate 


for prosecuting attorney, George 
yf- Young was placed in nomin- 
ation by Claude Cambern and 
was unanimously chosen by the 
convention. 
Each 
candidate 


was elected. The bitterness grow- 
ing out of the May convention 
was said to have been the result 
of Henley's .nomination of Wat- 
son for congressman at the 
Greensburg 
convention. 
One 


thing is sure, their relations 
were .strained by. the event and 
never healed 


Many saw in his nomination; a 


desire to fill out the ticket, -and 
the ambitious boy from Win- 
chester was chosen -with no 
thought of his election. Acci- 
dents will happen at times- as 
may be seen in the. •nomination 
of Sparks at Milroy. No one now 
or ever did believe, that the old 
timers of the bar'would permit 
ihat boy to receive a ?sure thing" 
nomination". Jjidge Morris .was a 
Candidate on the.. Democratic 
bicket; to succeed himself 
and 


ttad no reason to^ doubt his elec- 
tion,-until, certain parties in 
Shelby county, had_involuntarUy; 


changed then- residence to Mich- 
igan City at Morris', behest. That 
"split" was fatal and Sparks was 
elected. 


The state legislature got busy 


and set Rush and Decatur, off, 
each as a separate circuit. Fol- 
lowing the tangle of 1894 Deca- 
ture county was taken from the 
Rush county and placed with 
Bartholomew while Rush 
was 


joined to'Shelby. Judge Morris 
was elected Judge in 1898 and 
served until 1904. In 1910 he was 
elected a judge of the supreme 
court, the only man from this 
county ever so honored. Judge 
Will J. Henley was elected to the 
Appellate bench but resigned 
after his third election. He was 
the youngest man ever elected 
to that place. 


In 1894 John K. Gowdy was 


republican state chairman and 
for the second time in its history, 
Indiana sent a solid delegation 
to Congress. Whether the strate- 
gy of "Oom Jack" did it or the 
people had a "fit" is conjectural 
That year corresponded with 
1930. 
We had a democratic presi- 


dent and as this year, a -panic" 
followed, and the party in power 
lost on congressional delegates. 


A new alignment of congres- 


sional districts helped to elecl 
a solid delegation. Watson was 
thrown in the sixth district and 
had to face the stalwart Henry 
U. Johnson. It led to his defeat 
but the next convention nomi- 
nated him and the legislature did 
the rest, elevating him to th> 
Senate. In 1890 Watson was de- 
feated for governor by Tom Mar- 
shall and in 1912, Marshall was 
elected vice president under Wil- 
son and served as such until his 
death, and during the World 
War. He died in 1920 and 
his 


widow 
lives at 
Indianapolis 


where Marshall is buried. 


In 1894 the .democratic con- 


vention met at 
Rushville to 


nominate a judge, prosecutor 
and joint senator from Hancock 
and Rush, and judge and prose- 
cutor from Decatur and Rush 
David S. Morgan was the nomi- 
nee for joint senator, James K. 
Ewing for judge, and John D. 
Megee for prosecutor. Charles S. 
Spritz was chairman of the con- 
vention. ^ In 
states elected 
Watson's plurality was 421 in 
the eight counties of the fourth 
district. The congress took 245 
republicans to 111 democrats. 
Nine townships voted republican 
that year—Center 7, Washington 
124, 
and Walker 150, were demo- 
cratic. -

His chance for recovery ap- 
peared excellent and the Ameri- 
can consul was permitted to take 
a deposition from the patient. 


No disorders of any kind were 


reported today' and the govern- 
ment was confident the situa- 
tion would be cleared within a 
day or two.
